MEXICO. 


RAILWAY.—Guanajuato.—The Salvatierra

The Monterey- 
Matamoros line of the National now runs 
down the valley of the Rio Grande from 
Camargo to Matamoros, a distance of about 
80 miles. It is planned to begin the pro- 
posed extension at Camargo and follow the 
valley northwest to a point about opposite 
Del Rio, Tex.
